drawing 


plans and speeifications for a 
new 
heating plant for the cou rt 
hou se, 
and to pay for m aterials and the in­ 
stallation of the new plant. 
Road m atters were also attended 
to by the board, which derided 
to 
advertise for bids on the X. T. Price 
et al, gravel highway 
in 
Ripley 
township on March 7, and appointed 
viewers for the Man/die road, also in 
Ripley township. The viewers named 
were W alter Bitner of Center tow n­ 
ship, Elmer Hu me« of Ru shville and 
Polph Cameron, cou nty 
engineer, 
■who 
ex-officio member 
of 
every 
board of road viewers. The petition 
for the Manche road has been 
on 
file for some time and no 
rem on­ 
strance has ever been filed. 
Tn this connection, it 
was 
a n ­ 
nou nced that the commissioners had 
ordered that a forty-foot road 
be 
constru cted. It became known 
that 
the commissioners had adopted 
th.e 
policy of not permitting any cou nty 
roads bu ilt in the fu tu re u nder forty 
feet in width, du e to the increasing 
travel and the need of wider roads. 
The need of a new heating plant 
fo r the cou rt hou se has been 
seen 
for some time, and there has been 
a dou bt as to whether the present 
plant wou ld hold ou t this winter. Six 
sections of the boiler were recently 
removed and repaired and it 
was 
disclosed then that the boiler 
had 
ou tlived its u sefu lness. 
The present heating plant was in­ 
stalled several years ago when 
the 
combination heating plant for 
the 
jail and cou rt hou se was abandoned 
Tt has never been entirely sa tisfa c ­ 
tory, according to cou rt hou se 
a t ­ 
taches, who say that the heat is in­ 
su fficient in extremely cold weather. 
The cou nty engineer was instru c­ 
ted to draw u p plans and specifica­ 
tions as soon as possible for tin* re ­ 
modeling on the basement of 
the 
cou rt hou se, which will be u sed for 
seed corn testiiu r u nder the 
au s­ 
pices of the Ru sh Cou nty Farm Bu ­ 
reau . An appropriation 
has 
been 
passed by the cou nty cou ncil 
for 
this improvement. 
The engineer was also instru cted 
to draw u p plans and specifications 
for the painting of the ou tside win­ 
dow sash, fram es and sills of 
the 
cou rt hou se. This pa rt of the 
cou rt 
hou se has been painted only once 
since the cou rt hou se was bu ilt, th ir­ 
ty years ago, and that was in 1011, 
it is said. 
The petition for the W alter M a r­ 
tin drain in Center and 
Jackson 
townships was referred to ihe cou n­ 
ty engineer, who will advertise 
for 
bids for its constru ction. 
The bonds for the Leisu re road on 
the Jackson-Posey towViship 
lifne 
will be advertised for sale Mondav, 
Febru ary 21. it was 
annou nced. 
The bonds are sold by the 
cou nty 
treasu rer.

The liqu or was confiscated in

raid on a shipment of goods received 
at a local freight hou se. The ship­ 
ment was consigned to a 
“ Joseph 
M oran,” in care of a local tru cking 
company. Anstcss admitted he was 
“ M oran,” according to officers. 
The liqu or, packed in a piano box 
and other cartons labeled 
“ hou se­ 
hold fu rnishings,” 
inclu ded 
both 
scotch and ryo* whiskey, 
dry 
gin 
and imported French wines, packed 
in fancy bottles. 
Anstcss signed a written confes­ 
sion a fte r being arrested by prohi­ 
bition adm inistrator George L. W in­ 
kler, admitting he paid $7,000 
in 
cash and $3,000 in cheeks for 
the 
liqu or and expected to sell if at 
a 
profit of abou t $20,000. 
He was taken before federal com­ 
missioner Howard 8 .

fixed bond at $5,000. 
Unable

raise the amou nt, Anstess was ta k ­

J ess Pu gh, an

The senate, by a vote 
of 37-11 
passed and sent to 
the 
hou se 
the 
Lindlov-Shake-Johnson bill provid­ 
ing for si reappraisem ent of ft 11 real 
estate this year and 
every 
fou r 
years thereafter. 


The hill wou ld requ ire th at 
the 
incomes from farm land he taken in­ 
to consideration in sotting appraise­ 
m ent figu res for farm land. 


Pronou nced by its proponents as 
the 'most vital legislation confront­ 
ing the present 
general 
assembly, 
the 
measu re 
was 
debated 
two 
hou rs before it was passed and sent 
to the hou se. 


Chief apposition to the 
measu re 
came from senators representing in­ 
du strial 
centers, 
bu t 
the 
“ farm 
vote’’ « was overwhelmingly in favor 
of passage. 


P a rty lines were ignored. Of the 11 
who opposed the 
7>assage, one was 
a dem ocrat and 10 repu blicans. 


Of those 
favoring 
passage, 
25 
were repu blicans and 12 were demo­ 
crats. 


The bill as approved in the sen­ 
ate today provides: 


1. F o r reappraisem ent of all real 
estate in 1027 and each fou r years 
thereafter. 
2. That taxes shall he limited 
to 
20 per cent of normal 
net 
annu al 
earning capacity. 
3. That taxes 
shall 
not 
exceed 
two per cent of the property’s a c ­ 
tu al cash valu e, whether su ch valu e 
is dependent on earning capacity or 
not. 
4. T hat appeals m ay he takerf to 
circu it or su perior (cou rts on all final 
orders of the state tax hoard.

that capacity, and provided $200,- 
000 bond, dou ble the amou nt of the 
estimated worth of the estate. 
Mrs. Hill, who was born in Ger­ 
many, « was known in 
and 
arou nd 
Carthage as being possessed with a 
charitable 
disposition 
and 
was 
known for her acts of giving in her 
commu nity. Most of her estate 
is 
given 
to relatives in this eou ntiy, 
and to those living in Germany. 
The will w as made April 3, 19 07, 
and remained u rn-hanged. There are 
13 ite m s in the will. The first calls 
for the paym ent of debts and fu n ­ 
eral expenses. The second item pro ­ 
vides fo r a monu ment 
in Riverside 
cemetery* at Carthage, 
where 
her 
body was interred. The cost of the 
monu ment is not to 
exceed 
$500. 
The seiet-tion o£ 4he monu ment is to 
be made by her friends, Air. Baxter, 
a fu neral director a t Knightstowu . 
In this item also is a su m of $200 
set aside to William P. Henley 
of 
Carthage, to serve as tru stee, and 
invest the money, so th at the inter­ 
est derived from it 
shall 
annu ally 
pay for the u pkeep of 
her 
bu rial 
lot, and keep flowers on her grave. 
In item three, to her sister, Anna 
L. W eingart Kriebs is given $200 fo r 
flowers and repairs necessary 
in 
tin* bu rial lot of her departed pa r­ 
ents in Loreh, W ü rttemberg, 
Ger., 
and also $25 to extend the renewal 
of the ¡bu rial lots to the year 19 52, 
4 
« which requ ires 8 0 m arks. The bal­ 
ance from this su m goes to 
the 
chu rch in Lorch, Germany. 
In item fou r the same sister re ­ 
ceives $200 toward a new German 
Presbyterian chu rch 
contemplated 
to be bu ilt in her home city of Om a­ 
ha ; also $125 to fu rnish two rooms 
in the new dormintory of the. Ger­ 
man Presbyterian college iu Du bu ­ 
qu e, la., and with the rooms being 
designated as “ John D. and F red­ 
erica H. Hill.” 
In item five the chu rches of C ar- 
fhage are remembered, the tru stees 
of each of the 
following 
chu rches: 
the Friends, the Fletcer M. E., 
the 
W esleyan Methodist and the C hris­ 
tian 
(white) are given $100 each; 
to to two colored chu rches at C ar­ 
thage is given $50 each.
